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DETAILED ACTION 



This is a first office action on the merits of patent application S. N. 10/682,069. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 recite the limitation "the externally splined annular separator 
plates" in their respective fifth paragraph. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Miyoshi et al. (784) in view of Baden et al. ('563). 

Miyoshi et al. discloses a clutch apparatus comprising a plurality of extemally 
splined friction plates (1 •), a plurality of internally splined friction plates (2'), a separating 
film interposed between the surface with the frictional material and the splined friction 
plate. Miyoshi et al. does not show a separator plate. 
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Baden et al., on the other hand, discloses a friction apparatus having a 
separator/friction plates (38) with corresponding splines. 




Then, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use a separator plate in the device of Miyoshi - instead 
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of a film - in view of Baden et al. to obtain the desirable friction and/or heat exchanging 
properties. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Takezaki et al. ('870), Takakura et al. ('395), Takakura et al. 
('267) disclose other friction plates having friction material on one side.
